CHAP, V. | 

Of the declination of the Sunnt and Starres, 

The Space or diſtance that is betweene the Sun or ſome | 
Stars,is the diſtance or widenefle from the EquinoCtiall line 
tending toeither ot the Poles of the world, and is called the 
declination,and this declination is of 2 forts,to wit, the nor-| 
thern and ſouthern. 'Therefore have we ſect in this placea ta-| 
ble for 10yeare , of the declination of the Sun, The uſe off 
which is as followeth. | 

NOTE. Betorc we cometo the uſe and finding out of 
the declination of the Sun, we are to obſerve and know what 
the yeare of the Sun is. 

Theyeare of the Sunne is, namely , a certaine time , in 
which the Sun goeth out of ſome poynt of the Eclipricke 
line,and commethagain tothe ſame point, thistime is found 
to be 355 dayes, 5 houres , 55 minutes , as for Exampic, the 
yeare 1628, which wanted little of 6 hours more, or tnere| 
about , and thoſe 6 houres being added rotke f2urth yeare ; 
doemake it a yeare of 366 daycs,and that yeare 23 called the 
leape yearc. This day is added to the moneth of February,

If a man would obſervethe keight of the Sun, it . t-col- 
fary that he know how many toot he ſtands above thay ater, 
tor the higher a man ſtand the tarther hee is trom rd uri 
zon, becauſe that from the eye tothe Horizon, is 6 der. if 
we. ſtand waterpas,as they call it; but it he ſtand Inyher hier 
the water, as is ſayd, it will bee more then co degrees tethe 
Horizon; And to mend this tault,I have here placed a table, 
thereby ro know whether we ſtand higher then the waetor 
no,and how many minutes difference 1t makes, and alſc hcw 
much ncerer the eie the croſle {tandeth,then adding the nx.

Of the fixed Fars, their declination, and of the

*- He declination of the Stars , for the moſt part,may bee 
underſtood, by the declination of the Sun: andit is two 
fold; towit , northern and ſouthern, the northerly declina- 


tions , of thoſe Stars that are placed in the north fide of the | 


EquinoCtiall line , and the ſouthern declination is, of theſe 
that are fituat in the ſouth ſide of the EquinoCtiall, yet there 
is thus much difference between the declination of the Sun, 
and that of the Stars, the declination of the Sun , changeth 
every day , increaſing and decreaſing , the one halte of the 
yeare northerly,the other ſoutherly.But it is not ſo with the 
fixed ſtars, ſome of them which have northerly or ſoutherly 
declination , continueallway in the north fide or ſouth fide, 
againe ſome of them are inthe ſouth fide off the line , may 
come to be in the north ſide of the ſame,and other ſome that 
have northern declination, may come to have ſoutherly de- 
clination , but this is not ſuddenly done , but it requireth 
much time , yet one of them in ſhort time , than the other, 
according to the place and ſituation that they have in the 
heavens, ſome of them doe increaſe or diminiſh every three 
yeares , one minute, ſo that they need reformation every 10 
or 12 yeares; ſome againe cannot change their declination 
11 40 Or 50 Veares notſo much as a minute , as may be ſuffi- 
ciently ſhewed from the naturell courſe and motion of the 
fixed Stars. 

The principall and cleareft of them , which are moſt fit 
to be uſed in the art of Navigation , we have ſet inthis en- 
ſuing diſcourſe, with the true declination of them, from the 
yeare 1608, as was obſerved by that famous TICH O

CHAP. VILE. 

How to findthe houre of the day or of the night. 
To finde the houre of the day at any hight , will be done 
molt reddily & certainely with ſuch a water compas;as 15 de- 
ſcribed in the chapter of the ebbing & ſtoting ot the ſea; in 
the night one may finde it by the nightdiall , as this figure 
above deſcribeth , which hath two rondels, the onemovea- 
ble,the other onmoveable , in the loweſt which 15 unmovea- 
ble are the 12 ſignes of heaven placed is alſothe moneths & 
dayes ofthe yeere. On the moveable rondel are the houres, 
this turnes with the gnomen , whoſe right {fide anſwereth to 
the middle poynt where there muſt be a nayle with a hole ; 
through which a man may ſee. The uſe of this night diall is 
this: We ſet farſt the foot to the twelf houre on the moveable 
rondel , & to the day of the yeere, on the undermoſt unmo- 
veable rondel , 8 ſet the Inſtrument hight , with the loweſt 
corner of the foot AB,fo that it ſtand water-pas,in ſuch ſorr, 
that a man may ſee the North-ſtar through the hole of the 


nayle, turneing thediall up & downe, ſo long till the hinder 


wheeles of the grearWagen come into the diall, which bein 8 
ſo,the gnomen ſhall ſhew the houre on the moveable rondel. 
And if inplace of the hinder wheeles of the Wagon you take 


later,as the diall will ſhew, becauſe the wheeles aforeſayd of 
the great cart goe ſo much before the wayrters. 

Men may finde the houre by the aſcenſion of the Sunne 
and the ſtarres inthis manner ; when we ſee any ſtar inthe 
ſouth, whole juſt aſcenſion is knowne,and that we know the 
truc aſcenſion that day,then draw the aſcenſion of the Sunne 
from the aſcenſion ofthe ſtar, the remainder we devide into 
hour. by 15, (for 15 degr. make r houre) 8& this will the right 
houre of the time, bur if the aſcenſion of the Sunre be more 
then the ſtars , in that cauſe you ſhall and 36odegrees to the 
aſcenſion of the ſtar,and then to as aforeſayd. 

I. Example. 

On the 10 oof Aprill, in the evening, in the ſouth, I ſee the 
hart of the Lyon,whoſe right aſcenſion is 14 degr.the aſcen- 
ſionof the Sunne on that day is 19 degr. take thoſe trom the 
aſcenſion of the Star, there remaines 128 degrees,and theſe 
devided by 15, I finde 8 houres, 8 degrees over plus, and for 
as much as 15 degrees make one houre , every degree will 
make 4 minutes , rhe 8 degrees over plus, make z2 minutes 
of an houre,it will be than at that tyme $houres, 32 minutes 
from the noone tyde.

He crofſle ſtaves are oftentimes made the one after the 
other by imitationgor patterns, &that many times with- 
out judgement or knowledge whether the pattern be good 
or not , whereof notwithſtanding a man ought to bee very 
certaine , for it is a matter of great importance and therfore 


I have here ſet downe two ſeverall wayes eafie to bee under- | 


ſtood, how to make the ſame exquiſitely and pertectly upon 
ood reaſon and good ground. 

Make an even ſmooth board, and Jane good paper upon

ry and needfull for a Pilot to know , that without the 
knowledge of them , hee can bee no good Pilot, to goe any 
long voyage, yet are they not ſufficient to make a good P1- 
lot:that is allare not Pilots,that underſtand them well. 
For firſt a good Pilot muſt beſides them be expert at ſea, as 
the principall th:'ng, which no man can learve by any ſpecu- 
lation but by his owne experience , and dealing in tyme hee 
ſhall obtaine it, whereby hec ſhall know perfectly to diſpoſe 
all things that occurre inthe Art of Navigation. It is moſt 
neceſlary and convenient for him to know the Lands , and

HEN you faile from Amſterdam to the 
Fall of Vrck, you muſt keep the middle 
of the channell,in ſailing ro Tyoorr, & 
from thence over Pampus, with a ſhipp 
of great draught , that draweth tcnne 
foot or more , keepe Marken church 
without to the land of Udam , called 
Schytcldoecks-haven , ſoolong untill that the ſteeple of 
Zuyderwouw come paſt Kinnigherbeurt, whichare the 
houſes half wayes betwixt Schyrteldoecks-haven & Durger- 
dam,coc then towards the land eaſt,unrill that the New 
church of Amſterdam come about Durgerdam , keepe 
that ſo ftanding , untill that the church of Weeſp be come 
paſt the Houſe or Caſtle at Muyen, fo that it do ſtand ſom- 
what nearerto Muyen then to the Houſe , keepe Weeſp 
ſtanding ſo,untill that Edam come withour the caſt endof 
Marken. In this fare waie it is a foote deeper , then if you 
failedright through. 

Fortoavoyde Muyen ſand:men were wontto bring the 
houſes which were wonte to ſtand upon Tyoort to the 
louthwards ofthe Heyligher-ſtce at Amſterdam , thereby 
youcan wake ſome reckoning , they are good longſt mar- 
ke::when Monnickedam is ; Ab the welt end of Schytel- 
Coecks-haven,and the houſe ar Muyen betwixt Weeſpand 
thechurch at Muyen, then are you thwart of Muyen fand.

T his Bay is very good to know by theſe marks that here- 
after are written: It Iyeth rightin the Bight, rothe caſtwar- 
des of it lyeth the land north and by eaſt towards Bayone, 
and ro the weltwardes of it the land falleth away ſouthwelt 
and by welt, and ſouthweſt towards Fonteravia. Upon the 
alt poynt of the Bay {tandeth a white Fire-tower , which 
mcn may ſec tarre off , eſpecially when the Sunne ſhinerh 
upon it,then itſhinerth very white more then the other land.

The River of Port a Port men may know by the rocks 
Leſons, they are very high, and lye a little to the northwar- 
des of the River. 

The Cape de Montego is a high poynt , and within it in 
the land are high mountains. The Cape is ſomtimes taken 
tobe the Rock; but is eafie tobe diſcerned from it, becauſe 
of the Bnrlings , which lye here to the ſouthwards , and to 
the weir ws. of the rock. 

The cape de Montego lyeth from Avero {. {. w. diſtant 7 
leagues: aleague to the ſouthwards off it lyeth Piſſage , or 
the River of Montego, a broad haven. From the Cape de 
Montego runneth oF rowle ledge of Rocks , a good wayes 
from the ſhore , which men muſt avoyd. Under the Cape 
men may ride for northerly winds in ſeven or eight tathom 
a northnorthweſt wind commeth right from the poynt , for 
ſoutherly windes men may ankor tothe ſouthwards oft the 
river of Montego.
